( 1rare Worke )and laſtly, #/il/3zam Lithgaw de- 
forves a kind Remembrance of his Nineteene 
veeres ſore and dangerous Travells of his Feetc 
and Pen, worthy your Obſervation and Reading. 

Bur all theſe Authors and Afrors both of Hi- 

tory and Travell, did never diſcover all, but 
{till ( our of their plentifull Harveſts of Obſer- 
vations ). they Icft ſome Gleanings for choſe thar 
came afrer them'to gather. Forthe manifeſtart«, 
on v. hereof in this following Diſcourſe, I have 
rycd and bound my {elfe co ſpeake onely Truth, 
though it ſeeme incredulous or Hyperbolical! ; 
indif I ſhould any way firay or (tray from the - 
Truth , ricre are living men of good Fame, ' 
\Vorth, and Eſtimation, who are able and rea- 
dy to diſprove me, 

Therefore briefly to"the marrer in hand : I 
Itil/iam Bruton was (hipp'd as a Qyarter-maſter, 
irom the Port of London, to/ſerve inthe good 
Shipcalled the Hope-well, of the Burthen of 240 
I unnes. To redace our long and tedious paſſage 
by Sea, and our Arivall at every Port and Ha- 
ven, were but little to the purpoſe, and would

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motecire than delighrmy Reader? Therefore to 
begin, that after my Arivall in thoſe parts, and 
in myfervices and paſſages there for che ſpace of 
, oe ej me or rr 
in Writing ; bur afterwards I carve to'know thar 
the ſame things had beene diſcover'd and defcri- 
Copaciey thenayie, Tehonghrgoodeo how 
ry my 3 rok 
hives my ſelfe,' and diſcover abarcke 
which before wasnor {© fully or ſcarce knowne 
as T ſhall now decypher them. 

The 22. of March, 1632, Ibcing in the Coun- 
rrey of Cormadell with fixe Engliſh men more at 
Aw San, ( a great Towne of 

erchandirze ) - Maſter John Noris, the Agent 
there , _ —_ _— ants 
into Bengal/a ; ſerrhi a Factory 
there, and theſe fixe Enpliſh men ( of the 
which I was one) were to goe with the Mer- 
chants , and withall rocarry a Preſent from the 
Agent to the Nabob, ( or King) of thar Coun- 
c——— the promiſes that formerly hee 

granted ro the Emglih for Traffick, and to 
be Cuſtome-free in thoſe of his Dominions and 
Ports. Wherefore a J=nke was hired at Maſ/alu- 
row to beour Convoy ; the ſaid Funke did be- 
ong unto thoſe parts, and rhe Names of the 
Engliſh men that were appoinred for that voy- 
e, were Mr. RalphCartwright Merchant,

Dobſon', Edward Peteford, John Baſley , John

Though we hired the afore-ſaid Jwnke, March 
22, yetit was the 6. of April/ following before 
we could be firted rodepart from MaſBupatem, 
and in wuch various Weather , with many diffi- 
culries and dangers, ( which to relate here,would 
be redious andimperrtinent to my intended Dif- 
courſe) the 21. of April}, being then Eafter-day, 
we were at Anchor ina Bay beforea Towne cal- 
led Harſſapoore : It isa place of good ſtrength, 
with whom our Merchants doe hold Commerce 
with correſpondency. This 21.day in the Mor- 
ning, Mr. Ralph Cartwrieht ſent the Moneys @ 
ſhore ro the Governour of Harſſapoore, totake 
itinto his ſake-keeping and protettion rill ſuch 
time as he camea ſhore himſelfe, So preſeatly 
there came a Portugall Friggat hercely in hoſtili- 
ty towards us, but we made ready for their en- 
rertainwent, and fitted our ſelves and the Veſſell. 
for our beſt defences : but at laſt they ſteered off 
from us, and upon our command ſhee came to 
an Anchor ſomewhatneare us ,. andthe Maſter 
of her came aboord of us , who being. examined 
whence he came, and whirher he was bound, ro 
which demands he anſwer'd nothing worthy cf 
beleete, as the ſequell (hewed , for hee ſeem'd a 
friendly Trader, but was indeed a falſe Inv.i- 
der, (where opportunity and power might helpe 
and prevaile ) foron the 22. day Mr. Cartwright 
went aſhore ro the Governour of Harſſapoore, 
and on the 24. day the ſaid Maſter of the Frieas 
( with the Afliſtance of ſome of the ribble rabble 
Raſcals ofthe Towne ) gid ſet upon Mr. Carr- 
wright:

much miſthiefe'was done, tended, 
butby Godshelpaalſ was pacified.

The 27 of April we three tooke leave of the 

Governour,and/Towne of Haſſarpoore,(Imeanc 
three of us) namely, Mr.: Cartwright, Willian: 
Britow, and lohn Dobſon ; leaving MF.Colley and 
theotherfoure men with him, till newes could be 
Fnt backe to them from the Nabobs Court, at 
Cutteke or Malcander, of our fuccelſe and pro- 
ceedings there with out other goods,forhe 1sno 
wiſe Merchant, that ventures roo much in one 
hottome , -orthat is roo credulous to truſt Ma. 
bomet mes or Infidels. 

And- having laden our ſmall Boats with the 
oods , (which wereGold, Silyer, Cloth, and 
pices, ( cf which ſpices thoſe parts of 1dia are 

wanting, and they almoſtareas dearerhere as in 
England) we paſſed ſome two L and halfe 
by Water, andafter.that, the ſaid goods was 
carried by land in Carts, till wee came toagreat 
Towne called Balkkada, bur it was more than 
three honres after Zunne-ſetting,. or late before 
we came thither. Wy 

The 28 of Aprilin the Morning , the Go- 
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vernout of this Towne "cine" ind" ſalted. oor 
Merchanc, 'and promifed him thee whatſoever 
was inhis power to doe him oy friendly cour- 


reſie, he ſhonld command it; and indeed He was 
every way as his-word;; fot hee lent us 
Horſes to ride on, and Cowlers ( which are 
Porters) to carry our goods (for at this Towne 
the Carts did leave us, and onr goods were cat- 
ried on mens ſhoulders : then we fer forwards, 
being accompanied with the Goyernour, with 
his Muſicke,which were Shalmes, and Pipes of 
ſundry formes; much after the formes of Waits 
or Roe , on which they play moſt delicate- 
ly.out of Tune, Time, Meaſure. In this 
manner the Governour , with a great number 
of people did bring us about halte an Engliſh 
Mile out of the Towne, where' he courteouſs 
ly rooke his leave of us, bur yet he ſetit his 
ſervants with us as guides, and that rheymighr 
bring his Horſes backe to him, that he lenr 
untous, _ | | 
This rowne of Balkkada,is a ſtrong and ſpacious 
thing, very populous : There are many Wea- 
vers 1n it, andityeelderh much of that Coun- 
trey faſhion Cloath. This day, about the houres 
Fr; demrutas elevenand rwelve of the Clocke it 
was ſocxtreame hor that we could not travel}, 
and the winde did blow with ſfach s ſoultering 
ſcalding heat, as ifit had come forth ofan Oven 
or Furnace, ſuch a ſuffocating fame, did I ne- 
ver fcele before or fince z and here we were for- 


ccd to ſtay neare three houres, till the Sumne 
was

The 129: day of 4 apo wee ſtajd at Hubble: 
rapoove,. and viticcd” this gfeat'3iah, bar TW 
greatefircaufe obiouri trying, was by Treaſon 
that the Nochmlo(0DÞ/ND) of he Frigger, whoſe 


wen, 
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men did affront and hare ſome of our tn ar 
Harſſapoore, for which cauſe the Frigget was {t2id 
there, and the Pilot of her cameto this pre1r 
man, thinking by gifts ro winne him to clezre 
his Veſſel}, {the which he thought to make priſe 
of ) buthe wouldnor beallu ſach rewards 
or promiſes ; but rold -him that he muſt ap- 
pou: before the Nabob, and ſeeke ro cleere 
imſelfe there. , | 

The 30 of April weſef forward in the Mor- 
ning for the City of Coteke (it is a Ciry of ſe- 
ven Miles m compaſie, and it ſtandech a mile 
from Malcandy , where the' Court is kept) bur 
Maſter Cartwright (taid behinde, and came after 
us, accompanyed with the ſaid Ncble man: 
We weat all the day on our journey till the Sun 
went downe, and then we ſtaid for our Mer- 
chant, being eight Engliſh Miles from Coteke, 
and about twelye or 'one of clocke at nighr 
they came where wee were: ſo we haſted,and 
ſaddainly got all our things in readineſſe, and 
went along with them, and abour-rhe rime 
of three or foure ot Clocke in 'the Morning 
wecame to the houſe of this Merſpmomeine at 
Coteke , being May day. 

Here we were very well entertained; and had 
great variety of findry ſorts of meares, drinks, 
and fruits, ſuch as the Countrey yeelds, even 
what we could or would deſire fitting for our 
uſe. , Abourt.cight ef the Clecke. Merſymomeine 
went to. the Court, and made knowne tothe 
King, that the Engliſh Merchant was come to 


his 
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his houſe : then the King cauſed a greas ban- 
quet to be ſpeedily prepared, and to bee ſent 
to thehouſe of Merſymomeine, which banquer 
was very good and coſtly. Then, about three 
or foure of the clecke in the afte wee 
were (ent for tothe Court of Malcandy, which 
is not halfe a mile from Coteke. The mag- 
nificence of which Court, with the ſtately Stru- 
Fureand fituation of the place, as well as my 
weake Apprehenſion can enable, I deſcribe as 
followerh. 
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we paſſed over « &, 
ſome two foote in += and art the end 
thereof we entredin at a greatgate,and being 
condudted along further we came into a Buſſar, 
or very faire Marketplace, where was fold a great 
number of all ſorts of Fruits, Hearbes , Fleſh, 
Fiſh, Fowle, Rice, and ſuch like needfull 
commodiries and neceſfaries as the Countrey 
yeelded. ( which is very fertile) Having paſſed 
this place, wedidenter in ataſecond gate, where 
was a guard of ſome fifty armed men, and ſo 
we came into a place all paved with great ſtones, 
or as it may fitter be 2k and "—_ 
cet 
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frreere,where Merchams ſeated om both ſides the 
wiy , were buying and ſellingall kind of their 
ownand forraigue waresand merchandizes that 
was very rich and coſtly. | 

Paſling this place weentred in ata third Gate, 
where was another Guard of one hundred Men 
Armed: by this Gate was a great Pogodo or Pa- 
god, which joyned to the Southermoſt part of 
the Kings houſe. In this Streere rhere were 
houſes bur one ſideof the way , for on that ſide 
that the Kings houſe was onthere was no other- 
Houſe but that. Then we came toa fourth Gat 
which was very ſpacious aild high, 'atid 
rwolofty ſtories one above the other , and up- 
held by mighty Pillars ofgray Marble, moſt c1- 
riouſly Carv'd and Poliſn'd : . Atrhis Gate was 
a great Guardof r50Mtn orniore} all armed. 

Going through this Gate, we entred into a 
very great broatplace or ftreere, . ('nbch of 
the breadth of the ftreere beeweene Charing 
Crofſe and White-H4'l, or broader, and no dwei- 
ling int it ; 'herewe paſſed thewallofche Kings 
Houſe, or Palace, till we came ro rhe Court Gare. 

In this bread ſtreerare every dayto000 Horſes 
in readinefſe for the Kings u/e-; (for he hath al- 
waies 3000 at an hobures warftiing, m the rwo 
Townes of Coteke and Malcandy ;, whereof 1000 
alwaics waireth at the Kings 'Gate, and fo by 
rarnes doe all the reſtattend as their places and 
ſervices require, 

Over againſt the Gate of the Houſe is a very 
great honle of Timber, whoſe Chambers are 


made 
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made with Galleries, built and ſupported with grear 
Arches to uphald the Roofe: In theſe Galleries 
were men thatplayed on all kind of loud Inſtruments, 
every-moming they beganne toplay-at foureof the 
Clock,and gave over ac erght. | 

On the North ſide of the Gate is a ſmall Tower 
builded with ewo hollow Arches, whereiu are pla- 
ced rwo-mnghty Images offtone, with great Pipes of 
Irorplacedin their breafts,and by devices in the 1o- 
wer roomes, they doe make fire and water to flaſh 
and ſpourvur of choſe Pipes bn Feſtivall dayes. On 
the South fide of the Gate there ſtanderh a great E/e- 
phant, artificially wrought of gray Marble , but for 
what uſe I knownor. 

At theentrance into the Pallace Gate, we paſſed 
throogly-a Guard of 150 men armed, the Pillars 
within were all ofgray Marble, carved three Stories 
one above the other.” - The ourward Court was pa- 
ved all: with 'rough hewne Marble. On the South 
ſide of the Pallace were honfes wherein were men, 

workers inrich workes, imployed onely for 

Onthe North fide {inthe Pallace ) a faire fabrick 
builded, wherein was erefted rwo ſtately Tombes, 
who were founded by one Batkarcarne, ——+—— he was 
Nabob, and pr to this Nabob now gover- 
ning: and at the Eaſt end of the: Pallace there wasa 
faire place made and paved with broad gray Marble, 
= and Aro cr nu 
foore from the ;and a very faire 
Tanke , Which i3a {quart pi with gray Marble, 
ith a' Pipe in the mid'(t-of ir, whoſe water-deſcen- 

| —_— — 
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—_— ſorts,carved in ſtone very artificially ; as if 
they had beene ſwimming or gliding up the Wall a- 
gainſt theſtreame. 

Artthis Eaſt end there was alſo a ſecond Gate, where 
was a Guard of 100 men armed ; here ſtood alſo men 
that did keepe the time of the day by obſervations of 
meaſures of Water, in this manner following: Firſt, 
they take a great pot of Water of the quantity of 
three Gallons, ll putting thereina little pot of 
ſomewhat more than halfe a pinte (this lefſer pot ha- 
ving a ſmall hole in the botrome of it) the water i(- 
tuing intoir, having fild it, then they ftrike ona great | 
plate of braſſe,or very fine metal, which ſtroak maketh 
a very great ſound, this troak,or parcell of time they 
calla Goome, the ſinall potbeing tull they calla Gree, 
8 Grees maketh a Par, which Par is houres 
by our accompr. 

They likewiſe do begin theday at the houre of xe 
inthe morning, and itisended with them at fixe at 
night : hereweentred into the ſecond Pallace,which 
had in the mid'ſt thereof a faire and ſumptuous 
Thcatre built, and about it was made finall bankes, 
whercon were planted great yarieties of fruits and 
flowers, very ſweete to the ſent,and pleaſing to the 
ſight ; rhisplace was alſo curi railed in round : 
Then weentred into a narrow paſſage betweene two 
high ſtone Walls, where there was another Guard 
of 250 men armed : This paſſage brought us ro a 
third Gate, wherein wee entredintoa third Pallace 
or pleaſant proſpect, for in the midſt of it there was 
a very faire pavement of Marble, ſquare, of 
the largenefſe of —————yardes every way,andrai- 


led ſome three foot & a halfe 0 — 
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that was on the out-ſides of it : it was likewiſe deli- 
cately rayled about, and in the midſt of it there was a 
fairearched place roofed , into whoſe entrance was 


an aſcent of high, andall the roomes init 
were ſpreador over-laid on the floore with rich Car- 
pets exceeding coſtly. 


The ſpace betweene the outward Railes and theſe 
Roomes, was about 30, Foote, and the length 80. 
foote on the one ſide, but on the other ſide was a faire 
Tanke of water. 

This place called the Derbar ( or place of 
Councell, where Law and Juſtice was adminiſtred ac- 
cording to the Cuſtoane of the Countrey , and it was 
likewiſe adorn'd and beanrtified with very pleaſant 
Trees and Flowers, and Bankes about them with Gur- 
——— _— in _ —_ _ 
paſſed cooling and wateri , andr 
water from the Tanke afore-menrioned. 
Here we ſtay'd the ſpace of ſome rwo houres ( or there 
abouts) looking up and downe, and being look'd 
upon by Souldiers, and ſuch faſhioned Gentlemen as 
the Court ; (for there were more than 100. 
men which were ofthe Nabobs, or Kings Pri- 
vie Guard) Art laſt the word came forth that che 
Ge rage paenear eld vick Crrpers, endgh 

t yement with ri . - 
ced inthe midſt againſt the Railes, one fairer and 
richer Carper than the reſt, wrought in Bengal/a- 
worke : Theylikewiſe placed a great round pillow of 
red Velvet on this Carpet ; they placed alſo fixe ſmall 
Pillars of Gold on the ends and tides of the rich Car- 

to holdit faſt, or it to the , leſt ic 
be raiſed with the Winde. They alſo placed 
C 3 upon 
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theRailesaPannell of Velyer to leane on: Ar 
the laſt his Majeſty came accompanied with the num- 
ber of 40. or 50. of his Courtiers, the molt parr of 
. them were very grave men toſceto: Alſo the Nabobs 
owne Brother ( acomely Perſonage ) did beare rhe 
Sword before him. Then the Noble-man ( Merſ1mo- 
mein) preſented our Merchant (Mr. K alph Cartwright) 
ro the King, who did obedience to him, and the 
King very affably bended forward (im manner of a 
Curtſie or Reſpect ) and wirhall leaned his Armes on 
rwo mens ſhoulders, and ſlipped offhis Sandall from 
his foote ( for he was bare-legged ) and preſented his 
Foot toour Merchant to kiſſe , which hee ewice did 
retuſerodoe, bur at the laſthee was fainero doe it : 
then che King faredowne, and cauſed oar Merchant 
to be placed by his Brother : His Counſell fate all al 


by the faot-pace of the Roomes before-menrioned, 
his Brother and his Favorites fate thwart the place or 
Pavement, every one ſitting in the faſhion of a Tay- 
ler croſle-legg'd. 

The Aſſembly being ſer, our Trefent was preſented 


ro the King', which was ſome T wenty pounds of 
Cloves, Twenty pounds of Mace, Twenty pounds 
of Nutmegs , two Bolts of Damaſke , halfe a Bale,or 
fourteene yards of Stammell-cloath , one faire Loo- 
king-glaſſe, whoſe frame was guilded , one Fowling- 
piece, with two Locks, and one double Piſtoll ; this 
was the Prefent which the King received with much 
— and content, and withall demanded rhe 
cauſe of our Comming and our Requeſt : To whom 
our Merchant anſwer'd, that he was come todefire his 
Majeſties Favour and Licence for free Trade in his 
Countrey, and not to pay any Junkan——— => Cu- 

. ; ome ) 
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ſtome) Arthis requeſt heſceem'd romake a ſtand, ( and 
pauſing alictle ) he conferr'd privately with his Conn- 
cell, but gaveus no Anſwer. 

Our Merchagt likewiſe requeſted that the F nel 
Merchants, Trading for the E a/t-Indies, might have 
free Licence to come with their ſhipping ſmall or 
great, intothe Roads and Harbours of his Sea-port- 
T ownes, or to any Havens or Navigable Rivers, or a- 
ny ſuch place or places as ſhall be found fitting for rhe 
fateguard, building,or repairing of the (aid Veſſels be- 
longing to rhe honourable Company. And likewiſe 
to traniport their goods either el the ſhoare, 
without the let or hinderance of the Narives of the 
Countrey : Likewiſe to have his Licence ro quoyne 
Moneys, Gold or Silver, Countrey-money, and ſuch 
as 1$ Corrant with the Merchant. 

By his Time that our Merchant had ended rhe Re- 
lation of his Suits, and cauſe of his comming, - the 
Kings Miniſter with a loud voyce called toprayer. 
Then the King ſpe*dily aroſe from his Seare, and all 
his Company wegt with him , and wee were di{miſt 
cill prayer was ended. When the Miniſter came, there 
was a large covering ſpread over the rich Carpers ; the 
co_ was Of black and whirecloarths , on this they 
all , and! when chey kneeled ; they did kneele 
with their faces cowards the going downe ct rhe Sun, 

whichis tothe Weſt.) Praycrbeing ended , the Af 
embly are againe concerning our Propoſitions, all 0. 
ther buſineſſes were laid aſide ; being now the ſþutring 
in of che Evening, there came a very brave ſhew of 
lighes in before the King. The forc-moſt that came, 
were ſixe Silver Lanthornes, ufberd inby a very grave 
man, having in his handa Staffe over-laid with Sil- 
ver,

ver, and whenhe came to the ſteps ofthe Pavement, 
he put off his ſhooes, andcame to the Carpers, ma- 
king obedience : ſo likewiſe did thoſe rhat bore the 
fixe Lanthornes ; bur all the other lights, being one 
hundred and thirty , ſtood round about the Railes. 
Thenthe Uther rooke the Lanthorne that had rwo 
lighrs init, and( making obedience) lifted his armes 
aloft, and madean ample Oration, which being en- 
ded, they gave alla great Salame, or kind of Reve- 
rence with aloud yoyce, anddepartedevery one,and 
placed the lights according as the ſeverall offices and 
places did require, Here we ſtay'd till it was berweene 
Fight and Nine of the Clockeat Night, butnothing 
accomplithed ; onely wee had ſome faire promiſes of 
furtherance by ſome of the Courriers : Thus wee were 
diſmiſt ſor that time, and wee returned for qur Lodg- 
ing at Merſimomeins houſe at Coteke , = 9 ry 
witha great multitude of people, and many Lights, 
who much admired our kind of habit and faſhion. 

The ſecond day, wee came inthe Afrer-noone a- 
zaine tothe Court before the Nabob, which bei 
(er, there metre us at the Derbar ( or Councell-houſe 
our old Enemy the Nockada of the Frigget, who made 
a greatcomplaint againſt us, that wee had ſought ro 
make prize of his Veſſel! , and to take his goods by 
force: hee had likewiſe givena great gift to a Noble- 
man toſtand his friend, and ſpeake jn his behalfe. 

Our Merchant pleaded kewiſe, char all ſuch Veſ- 


ſellsasdid Trade on the Coaſt, and had nor a Paſſe 
cither from the Engliſh, Danes, or Dutch , was lawful! 
Priſe. Hee anſiver'd, that he had a Paſſe ; our Mer- 
chant bid him produce the ſame before the Nabob, and

places did require. Here weſtay'd till it was be 
Fizhr and Nine of the Clocke at Night, butne 
accomplithed ; onely wee had ſome faire prom 
furtherance by ſome of the Courrtiers : Thus wee 
diſmilt for that time, and wee returned for our Lc 
ing at Mer/i»1omeins houſe at Coteke, accompanieec 
with a great multitude of people, and many Lights, 
who much admired our kind of habit and faſhion. 

The fecond day, wee came inthe Afrer-noone a- 
7aine tothe Court before the Nabob, which being 
{er, there m2rre us at the Derbar ( or Councell-houſe) 

ar old Enemy the Nockada of the Frigget, who made 
a greatcomplaint againſt us, that wee had ſought ro 
makeprize ot his Veſſell, and to take his goods by 
t-rce: hee had likewiſe givena great gift to a Noble- 
mantoſtand his friend, and ſpeake jn his behalfe. 

Our Merchant pleaded likewiſe, that all fuch Veſ> 
ſellsas did Trade on the Coaſt, and had not a Paſſe 
cither trom the Fnghſh, Danes, Or Dutch , was lawful! 
Priſe. Hee anfiver'd, that he had a Paſſe ;our Mer- 
chant bid him produce the ſame before the Nabob, and 
hee would cleare him : to which the Nabob and the 

whole 
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whoteConncell agteed': but heecould ſhew no Paf 
from any of the afore-named3.Narions,burt he ſhew'd 
rwo sfrom(or of) the Portwgals, which they call 
by the nane- of Fringes,and thus was he caſt, and we 
had theberrer ofhim before the King and Councell. 
But then ſtood up the Nobleman to whom hee had 
givenaReward , 74 who had allo a little knowledge 
or inſight in Sea-atfires} and faid, what Stranger 
ing a free Trade, could make prize of any Veſlelt 
4 any of the Sounds, Seas, Roads, or Harbours 
ajeſties Dominions ? This hee ſpakenor {0 
the good of the King , but thinking and ho- 
the Veſlell by his meancs ſhould have beene 
ith all her goods, and the Nockado ( or Pilor) 
id, that ſo by thoſe meanes hoe might have 
& che more greater Rewards ; but hee was 
Me deceived in his vaine expettation. For the Na- 
bob perceiving that ſhee belonged ro Pyplye, a Port- 
Towne ofthe Portwgals, whom the Nabob affets nor , 
where the Portweals were reſident, and that ſhee 
wasnot bound for any of his Ports, hee made ſhort 
worke with the marter, 'and pur us all our of ſtrife 
preſently, for hee conkiſcared both veſſell and goods 
all cohimſelfe. Whereby the Noble-man was par by 
his hopes, who was indeeda Governour of a great 
Sea-towrte , wherero much Shipping did belong, and 
many Ships and other Veſſels were builded. Onr 
Merchant ſecing-rhat hee could not makeprize of rhe 
Veſicll or the , nor have any ſatisfaction for thc 
wrongs which he and our menhad received , he roſe 
op in greatanger, and departed, ſaying, that if hce 
could not have Righthere , he would have it m ano- 


therplace, and ſo wenthis _ not taking his leave 
of 
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of the Nabob, nor ofany other, at which abrupt de- 


parture they all admired. 


The third day in the Morning the King fent for 
our Merchant by the Lord Comptroller of his Court, 
who went with him «ccompanied;with Merfpmonuein 
and others ro the Derbur, where there was a yery 
grave Afſembly ſer: Then came the King, who being 
ler, he ſmiled upon our Merchant, and (by an lncer- 
preter ) demanded the cauſe why hee went away the 
laſt Evening ( or over-night ) in fuch ananger? To 
whom he anſwer'd boldly and witha ſterne gndaun- 
ted countenance, that he had done his Maſters of the 
Honourable Company wrong, and (by his might and 
power ) had taken their Rights from them, which 
would not be {o endured or put up. The King hea- 
ring this, demanded of the Adembly, which were as 
well Merchants as Nobles, (in the Perſian Tongue ) 
of what (trengrh and force our ſhipping were, their 
Number, Burthen, and Force, where our chicfe place 
of Reſidence was tor Trading : Hee likewiſe ſent for 
Perſian Merchants , and did diligently enquire of 
temthe ſamedemands and queſtions : whoanſwer'd, 
that we had great Trading onthe Coaſt of Cormade/, 
India, and Perſca; and likewiſe m the Scurh-Seas, as 
Bantam, Japora, Jawbee,and Macoſjor «They further 
reld the Nabob, that our Shipping were great, andof 
great force withall, and likewiſe if his pleafure was 
ſuch as to be ar ods with us , there nenther could, 
would, or ſkeaaild any Veſie]l, grear or ſmall, rhar did 
belcng torhete parts, (hrre out ot any Havens, Ports, 
or Harbcurs of his Maje(ties Dominions, but they 
would rake them, and make prize of them, for they 
were Rct able to withſtand their force. Ar, theſe

or Hayens ofthe Nabob, though they were onrEnc- 
mies ; bur at the Sea wee might make prizeof themif 
we conld : to this all our Merchants agreed. Then 
the King cauſed Articles on his partzobe drawne,and 
publiſhed in this manner following.

Likewiſe, that if they doe convay Goods by ſhore betweone

advantage of gaine within theſe his Dominions, I ſtrait- 
ly charge and command that no Governovr , Caſtome- 
ettherer, er other Officer whatſoever, ſhall make or cau/e 
them to pay any Junken or Cuſtomes z, but ſhall ſuffer 
the to paſſe free, without let, lnnderance,, moleſtation, 
on interruption of ſtayage , but ſhall ( Tſay ) helpe and 
further them in any thing that (hall be the furtherance of 
their buſineſſe. Moreover, I doe grant to the Engli(h 
Merchants to take ground, andto build Houſes fit ting. 
for their Imployments , and wheve they ſhall ſee convem + 
ent for theiv beſt utility and profits, without let. or biu- 
aerance of any of my loving Subjeds. 

And 'urther I doe give anderant to the Engliſh Mer- 
chants free Licence, to build Shipping, ſmall or great, 
Mr any other effell which they ſhall tbinke beſt and fitteſt 
for their obcaſions and uſes ; they paying no more than 
the Cuft ome of the Conntrey to the Workmen ; and like- 
wile toreparre ſhipping if any ſuch occaſron be to require 
t, 
Likew?ie I the Nabob die command, that no Gover- 

nenr or Othecr what(oexer under me, ſhall doe the Eng-

When I ( with horrour) beheld apleirengy things, 
I called to mind the 13. Chap. ofthe Reve Lerſe, 
and likewiſe the 16,8 17.Yerſes of the ſaid Chapter, in 
which places there is a Beaſt, and ſuch Idalatrous wor- 
ſhip wentioned, and thoſe fayings in that Text are 
herein truely accomplifhed inthe 16. Yexſe - for the 
Bramminesare all marked in the fore | 5 and like- 
wiſcall that come to worſhip the Idoll, are marked al- 
ſoin their fore-heads ; but thoſe that doe buy and ſell, 
are all marked in the left ſhoulder ;and all ſach as doe 
dare or preſume tobuy and (ell, (nor being marked) 
are molt ſcyerely and grievouſly puniſhed. 

They have builded a great Chariot that goeth on

many ) The Chariot is moſt richly adorned with-moſt 
rich and coſtly Ornaments, and the afore-ſfaid wheeles 
are placed very compleat in a round Circuite ſo Arti- 
ficially, that every wheele doth doe his proper office 
withour any impediment: For the Chariot is aloft,and + 
in the Center berwixt the: Wheeles z they have alſo 
more than 2000. Lights with them : And this Che- 
ri0t with the Idoll 1s alſo drawne with the greateſt 
and beſt men ofthe Towne, and they are ſo cager and 
greedy to draw it, that whoſoever by ſhouldering, 
crowdirg, ſhoving, heaving , thruſting , orany yio- 
lent way can bur come to lay a hand upon the Ropes,

they thinke themſelves blefſcd and happy. And

fer them a Sacrifice ro this Idoll ;-and deſperare- 
ly lye downe on the ground, that:the Chatior-wheeles 
may runne over them , whereby cheyare killed one- 
right z wwe ger drokenurmes crſdme-broken legges, 
ſo that many of them are ſo deſtroyed , -and by this 
meanes they thinke romerit Heaven. þ.

Some of this 
Nation have rachemicives a God, i the like- 
neſſe of Jap1tcr, anddoechamehim by the m 
their Pagod, to the intent that hee might noe 
chem, nor forſake them , and keepe contowall warch 
and Guard njghtand- day ,; teſt any of their Enemies 
ihould come and intice him away by bribery, and 
roprevaile with hmm ro come forch of it, and by that 
meanes their Ciry come to ruine and deſtrution :f 
much for their Ldolatry. is: = 
This Ciry of Bengal/ai3 very great and populous, it 
hath many Merchants in it, and yeeldedy very rich 
Commodities, as good Cloarh in abountiance , Sus 
gars, Silkes, ['Taffataes, Senffes, Waxe, Guimhotes} 
Burrer, Oyle, Rice, and Wheare, with many beher 
good commodities vendabte. It is likewife famous for 
its multitude of Rhimareroes ; it hath a Beaſt much hike 
untoa Vnicorne , and becauſt ithath butane Home, 
fome doe belceve and take ir'for the Tlnicomes 
Morne for the verrtue it hath in it. "This Ciry was emce 
free from Taxations, till Eheber the _ Moguff cats 
ſed it robe united to his Empire. chefeſt Ciries 
which joyne neareſt roit, are Cattigar and S8&ggar'on 
the Bankes of G ances Eaſtward :1r wasonce'the Scare 
ofthe great Bengalian King, Malghiram, 28 Mr. Pats - 
chaſe relares in tus Pilgrimage. 'Fhis Ciry tycs Weſt- 
ward coward Poga, and neerc 10 Caſmin and {tare 
ewo famous Cirics for Trathck and Scimation plying 
apon the Kiver, and withm ſome tew Leagnes otehe: 
Culfe call'd the Bewgal jan gualte, which isa very dange- 
rous

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rons one ; for at ſore cerraine times of the yeere it is 
very hazardable for Veflells ro paſſe without ſhip- 
wrack : Therebe many other Lakes and Rivers which 
Tcould mention, bur for Brevity ſake I omit them. 
Pur there is no ſtrong drinke ſuffered to be dranke 
within the City, except a Stranger doe bring it in 
privately, and ſoitis not knowne : and thus much 
{hall ſaftice forthe impious Religion of Jaggarnat,and 
rhe ſtately Court of Malcandy. 

The moſt of theſe people have no Learning, bur 
doe all chings by memory : They weare commonly 


long haire, andare very ſtrift in their time of Faſting ; 


bur afterwards, when the Ceremony is over , rhen 
chey freely commirall kind ofwickednefſe againe. In 
{ome places they have their Edicts or 'Lawes written, 
and in other places unwritten: They know not what 
belongs to Bonds or Bills , and they lend without 
Witneſſes, or any ſealing of Writings, even upon 
their owne Words : And hee that his found to deny 
his promiſe, hath the of his Fingers cur off. 
Theirhabiris various and differentz ſome ofchem doc 
goe in Linnen or Woollen; fome arecloathed with 
Bealts ſkins, or Birds feathers ; others goe naked, and 
doecover onely their ſecret parts : Their Bodies are 
tor the moſt =_ blacke, which is not accidenxall, but 
naturally ariting from the quality of the ſeed they are 
begotten: Moitof them are of 4 _ {tarure ; they 
have many Wives which they purchaſe and buy of 


their Parents : ſome they —_ eo be their Vaſſlals to 
doe their ; others, whi 
ifſueſake and pleaſure. 
Here are greater (tore of Beaſts than in any other 
part ofthe 1ndjes : as Oxen, Camells, Lyons, Dogges, 
F Elephants :

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Elephants : they have whach are 49 facree 28 
Lyons, with which chey ekllybne atdpartor that 
wild beaſts as we doe our Bucks, formtheir delight and 
pleaſure, They ride on goodly Horſes booted and 
{purr'd ; ſo likewiſe doe their Women. 

Theſe people are notable ingenious men ; let ir be 
in what Art or Science ſoever, and will imitate. 
workmanſhip that ſhall be broughe before them : for 
the moſt part of them hate idlenefſe , and thoſtrhar 
doe nor fadyin ſome Art or other, are counted 
droanes, and CRnneN _ > dead men a- 
mongſt the people : They 
have a Cuftome; that alwayes before dinner they do 
call their Children and young people in their houſes 
rogether,and doe examine how they had their 
time from the Sunne-riſing,and if they not give 
a good account of it, they were not to beadmirred 
ro the Table ;and ſoevery day, and if chey did not 
the next time improve themſelves m fore 
CIT rhings,they are moſt ſeverely punrſbed and 
chaſtifed. 

Theſe Barbarous and Idolatrous people, alchough 
they be ſo ignorant in the true worſhipot God,cannort 
endurea permred perſon,nor a common {wearer,nor a 
common drunkard,but will puniſh them very ſeverely 
by (tripes,or elſe by forfeiture of their Commodiries : 
A perjured perſon, (ay they, is anarch enemy to rheir 
Ged and them:and itis fo hatefull,that if itbe com- 
mitted by their Father, Brorher,or kindred,they doe 
preſently condemne him , accordimgrtorhe narure of 
. the offence : tor though they love the perjury, by rea-
